&AN FKANCISCO, March 28.—The North

Her family 
were bitterly opposed to it all, but she 
left, and was soon promoted to open the 
campaign of tfie Salvation Army in 
Switzerland, where they met antago- 
nism at every step, and where she was 
thrown into prison.

issue. A few years later she married 
Gen. 
Booth's son, and they came to 


America as co-leaders of the Salvation 
\rrny. They are naturalized citizens, 
aud in their years of labor here the 
work they have done is so extensive and 
has made so many people happy, that it 
is with regret all classes heard the 
news of their recall—Orange Judd 
Farmer.

denning Them. 


Nearly everyone nowadays has or 


wants a black gown, and such goods as 
serge, cheviot, cashmere, Henrietta, 
etc., are easily cleaned. First remove 
the grease spots with naphtha, and re- 
member that this fluid is very explosive 
when exposed to either light or fire. 
Make a lather of warm soapsuds, using 
a good, not strong, soap, and a tea- 
spoonful of borax to every two quarts 
of water. Into this dip the goods up 
and down and wash between the hands; 
then ring gently .and pat partly dry; 
hang in the shade, and %vhen nearly dry 
iron on the wrong side with a moderate- 
ly warm iron. Always rinse once in 
lukewarm water, and iron until the 
fabric is perfectly dry. Never rub a 
fabric that is being renovated on the 
SvasKboard, nor wring it tightly, and 
In. tifeing naphtha remember that it 
roughens the hands, and that after 
using it it is well to put vaseline upon 
them and to wear old gloves. Wash al- 
po^<, in the same mnnner as cashmere, 
adfling- a little gum arable to the rins- 
ing water. If the black goods are of 
a rusty color restore them by sponging 
with ammonia and alcohol. Always use 
a piece of the same material or one near 
to it to sponge with.

Why It I" Dishonorable to Break Faith 


with Boys and Girls. 


Parents and others constantly make. 


promises to little children which they 
have not the slightest intentdon of fuk 
filling. It is a promise for this and a 
promise for that, and the only excuse 
for neglecting to keep it (as is usually 
the case) is that promises are soon 
and easily forgotten by children. What 
lessons for mothers and fathers tc 
instill into young minds! How man}1 
times a day are not some children 
threatened with punishment for the 
repetition of some mischief or offense, 
which is never carried out? The little 
ones become so accustomed to sucl 
threats that they arouse neither feai 
nor respect. Promises and threats 
should never be made unless one it 
prepared to fulfill them. 


Promises are ol'ton required of little 


children when they neither know uoi 
understand what sacred engagements 
1luey are. Unless the parent respects 
his promises, how are tho children tc 
estimate the value or worth of them'! 
Is it right that children should be com- 
pelled to give promises with never a 
thought of tlie burden of responsibility 
or with but a faint idea of what loyalty 
or disloyalty to the obligution may im 
ply? Be honest with the children 
If you promise, if you threaten, see

How to Waab Silk Waists. 


Wash silk waists do not always wasb 


well because of ignorance of the proper 
way of laundering them. Add a tea 
spoonful of borax to some lukewarm 
water and enough nice white soap tc 
make a weak suds. Eub through th« 
hands carefully; instead of wringing 
draw the silk through the tightly 
clasped hand. If all the dirt has not 
been taken out, wash again; then rinse 
in several waters to which have been 
added a pinch of borax or a half dozen 
drops of ammonia. Do not let the silk 
become quite dry before ironing; then 
use a moderately hot iron, as a very hot 
one will scorch the silk.

With fire under all 
her boilers on the morning of January 
21, the Olympia reeled oft 21 knots be- 
tween six and seven a, m., under natural 
draft. This is about what she is capable 
of 
doing under ordinary circum- 


stances."
